Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants representative and the examiner discussed the basis of 
the current rejection of record under 1 12 first paragraph. The examiner suggested that the rejection appeared to be 
based upon the polymerases of the claimed methods being "derived" from the polymerase taught by applciants 
specification (i.e. that DNA polymerase from B. stearothermophilus strain ATCC number 12980). Applicants 
acknowledged this interpretation and stated their desire to file an amendment after-final rejection directed to this issue. 
The examiner reminded them of the status of application and that any amendment would be subject to all of the 
provisions of such. .
